H. P. Davison was one of the most

and Berlin. 


The New York career of the man 


who wa.s to figure so prominently in

when young Davison, then 21 years 
old, went to that city from Troy. Pa., 
where he was born on Juno 13.

ted States and Germany and

claims filed with the United States 
government by American citizens as 
a result of the sinking of the Lusi- 
tania. 


The commission probably will con- 


sist of three members—one American, 
one German and a neutral. 
Comple- 


tion of a. treaty providing for 
the 


commission will be followed by refer- 
ence of the document to the senate for 
approval, it was said today, and by 
passage enabling legislation. 
It was 


not expected that the treaty would be 
sent to the senate during the present 
session however. 


The amount of claims filed with the 


United States government for Ameri- 
can property seized in Germany and 
growing out of the sinking of 
the 


Lusitania aggregate about $415,000.- 
000 but officials here have indicated 
they expected this sum 
would 
be 


scaled to around $100.000,000. 


The American government has in its 


possession some 5350.000.000 worth of 
the property of German citizens seiz- 
ed during the war. 
Settlement of 


the American claims, it is expected, 
will be provided for through the dis- 
position of the property and its re- 
turn to its owners. 


German property now in the hands 


of the alien property custodian is in 
the foi-m of 32,000 trusts. 30.000
